Kahane wants | Foreign newsmen punished for 


report on undercover units 


‘The Government Press Office 
yesterday suspended the press cre- 
dentials of three foreign journalists 
involved in publication of stories on 
undercover IDF units in the West 
Bank and Gaza, and a criminal com- 
plaint has been lodged against them. 

Government officials say they are 
determined to put an end to what 
they feel is an increasing number of 
censorship violations, and may con- 


sider revoking residence permits in _ 


future cases. 
The three are accused of violating 
ἴ censorship laws requiring 
them to submit reports on security 
matters to the censor. Suspension of 
their credentials means the three 
will not have access to government 
and IDF press services, though they 
will not be prevented from working 
as journalists. 

Chief Military Censor Tat-Aluf 
Yitzbak Shani last night filed a com- 
plaint with the police against the 
three — Reuters bureau chief Paul 
Taylor, correspondent Steve Weiz- 
man, and Financial Times corre- 
spondent Andrew Whitley. 

Sources in the IDF and the De- 
fence and Foreign Ministries were 
unanimous in terming the three’s 
actions a grave violation of censor- 
ship laws, and pointed out the three

They noted, how- 
ever, that the decision to suspend 
the press credentials was not the 
most severe course of action open to 
them, as the Reuters agency will 
continue to receive services from the 
IDF and the GPO. 

The Foreign Press Association, 
meanwhile, bas vowed to work to 
have the journalists’ credentials re- 
‘stored. “We will urge government 
officials to do so at every opportuni- 
ty.” said FPA chairman Robert 
Slater. 

“We are extremely disturbed at 
the lifting of these credentials,” he 
said. “First of all because the action 
prejudges the alleged guilt of the 
parties while the government ac- 
knowledges that the investigation is 
not complete. And second becanse 
this is a form of punishment in ad- 
vance of there being any kind of 
verdict or decision. . 

“The FPA is in principle opposed 
to censorship, but journalists here 
have always had some kind of un- 
derstanding towards censorbsip 
when the lives of Israeli scldiers or

MANILA - Hundreds of people 
were missing yesterday from a 
passenger ship that sank when 
Typhoon Ruby blasted the Phil- 
ippines. The storm killed at least 
97 others and forced more than 
400,000 from their homes before 
anne into the South China 


Ruby hit the main island of 
Luzon with torrential rains and 
winds reaching 224 kilometres 
per hour. By late yesterday, it 
was heading west in the South 
China Sea with winds of 257 
kph. 

The storm caused widespread 
flooding on Luzon and other is- 
lands, triggering landslides and 
washing away bridges. Officials said 
the floods had left dozens of people 
missing and the death toll could rise. 

At least 110,000 of the nation’s 56 
million population were left home- 
less by the storm, the Department of 
Social Welfare said. More than 
400.000 people were “affected,” 
meaning their homes were damaged 
or destroyed, the government said. 

Ruby is the 17th typhoon to hit 
the Philippines this year, tearing 
through ἃ 700 km. belt of territory in 
the archipelago. 

In the southern island of Minda- 
nao, at least 11 people died and 25 
others were missing when flash 
floods engulfed their homes in Ca- 
gayan de Oro city, Red Cross offi- 
cials said. 


The Red Cross said 26 bodies had 
been recovered from the wreckage 
of a bus that plunged off a bridge 
Monday in Antique province on Pa- 
nay Island during high winds and 
heavy rains. Officials said there 
were conflicting reports on how 
many were aboard the bus. 

Power outages and widespread 

flooding hit Manila early yesterday 
as Ruby approached. Schools, gov- 
ernment offices, Manila’s two stock 
exchanges and many private busi- 
nesses were closed as strong winds 
and rains buffeted the capital 
throughout the day. Many domestic 
flights were cancelled, but Manila 
international airport said some in- 
ternational flights were still operat- 
ing. 
In the Manila suburb of Marikina. 
where flooding was roof-high, a 
Reuter photographer saw ἃ Navy 
helicopter and soldiers on three rub- 
ber rafts rescue a dozen people 
standing on the roof of a house and 
clinging to tree-tops. 

A Red Cross spokesman said 
about 14,000 people were evacuated 
from their homes to makeshift relief 
centres in churches and schools in 
the capital yesterday morning, 

President Corazon Aquino yes- 
terday visited Marikina and met 
with some of the thousands who fled 
their homes to escape flood waters. 

Two U.S. helicopters from Clark 
Air Base joined Filipino troops and 
civilian volunteers in rescuing hun- 
dreds stranded on rooftops, trees 
and famp posts in the flooded area. 


Coast Guard officials confirmed 
yesterday that the 2.845-ton passen- 
ger liner Dona Marilyn sank the day 
before in the stormy Visaya Sea, 
about 500 kms. southeast of Manila. 

The vessel was carrying 451 pas- 
sengers and 60 crew members from 
Manila to Tacloban on Leyte Island 
when it radioed a distress call, said 
Curlos Go, general manager of Sul- 
Picio Lines. owner of the vessel. It 
was unclear how many people were 
lost. 

Lt. Rey Esguerra of the Coast 
Guard station in Cebu said rescuers 
found 11 survivors on Maripipi [s- 
land and another small island, and 
that four others were found in the 
water. 

Vicente Gambito, vice president 
of Sulpicio Lines, said a total of 18 
survivors had been rescued. Es- 
guerra said darkness and bad weath- 
er forced officials to suspend rescue 
operations late yesterday. He said 
two ships from the Dona Marilyn's 
owners und an undetermined num- 
ber of private vessels would resume 
the search today. 

The Dona Murilyn was the re- 
placement ship for the Dona Paz. a 
Sulpicio Lines ship that sank after 
colliding with an oil tanker off Min- 
doro Island fast December 20. Au- 
thorities believe more than 3.000 
people died in what was the worst 
known peacetime accident ut sea. 

Agriculture Secretary Carlos Do- 
minguez said preliminary estimates 
put damage to crops at $45.7 mil- 
lion. (Reuter, AP. AFP) 


Rabin: 

No plans 
to extend | 
security 
zone

Defence Minister Rabin yester- 
day wamed that a terrorist escala- 
tion’ could be expected in the days 
ahead, but said he did not intend 
enlarging the security zone mm South 
Lebanon because to do so would 
lead to further complications with 
the local population. 

According to other defence re- 
ports, the IDF is considering new 
security measures along the north- 
ἐπὶ perimeter of the security zone in 
the wake of recent infiltration at- 
tempts and last Wednesday’s suicide 
car-bomb attack by a Hizbullah fa- 
natic near the Good Fence border 
crossing which claimed the lives of 
eight soldiers. 

Rabin told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs Committee: “A larger zone 
would give us less security. There is 
a delicate balance in Southern Leba- 
non which we must not upset on any 
account. The fact that Lebanon 
functions at all as a state is one of 
nature's wonders.” 

Rabin stressed that the zone had 
fulfilled the IDF’s expectations. It 
had given Galilee peace, he said. 
and had spared the IDF the “painful 
price” it would have had to pay in 
the absence of a buffer. 

“So far no Palestinian Arabs have 
carried out suicide missions, as have 
Hizbullah fighters who belong to the 
cruellest and most fanatical terror 
group of all,” the defence minister 
said. “Suicidal fighters are hard to 
combat.” 

He revealed that the 18-year-old 
girl in the Palestinian unit of seven 
seized this week at Kafr Kila was 
one of the unit's commanders, and 
had personally conducted negotia- 
tions with the SLA besiegers. 

The IDF is investigating how the 
terrorists managed to penetrate the 
zone and reach the village of Klea, 
just 500 metres from the Good

Gaza girl shot dead; 
family wants probe 
into alleged suicide

Troops shot and killed a 14-year- 
old girl yesterday while breaking up 
a protest marked by stone-throwing 
at the Sbati refugee camp in the 
Gaza Strip and in the West Bank. 
The family of a prisoner who died in 
jail also prepared to take legal ac- 
tion to discover details of his death. 
after released inmates reported that 
he had been severely bester snd 
was heard screaming for iwo days. 

In clashes at Shati, Mana! Sa- 
mour, 14, was killed by a. plastic 
bullet when troops patrolling the 
camp opened fire to disperse a 
crowd that tried to stop them from 
arresting a wounded man. sources in 
Gaza said. 

The IDF said a patrol was at- 
tacked with rocks and two petrol 
bombs, and when the soldiers were 
in danger, they fired shots in the air 
and at the legs of the assailants, 
killing the girl and wounding anoth- 
er man. A curfew was clamped on 
the camp. 

The family of the prisoner who 
died at the IDF's Dhahiriya prison, 
Tbrahim Matur, met with attorney 
Felicia Langer to discuss legal steps 
in the wake of reports that he had 
been severely beaten before he 
died. 

According to an account given to 
the family by rwo just-released pris- 
oners, Matur arrived at the Dhahir- 
iya jail from the Ofer detention fa- 
cility near Ramallah bloodied from 
beating. Matur was transferred to 
Dhahiriya after allegedly leading a 
prisoners" hunger strike at Ofer. 

According to the prisoners. Ma- 
tur was heard screaming for two 
days that he was being beaten. “Al- 
Jahu Akbar. They’re beating me to 
death,” he was quoted as shouting. 
“My name is Ibrahim Matur, listen 
all detainees, they're beating me ta 
death.” 

Matur's family said it was notified 
on Thursday that he had died a day 
earlier. An IDF announcement said 
Matar had been found dead in his 
cell on Friday after committing sui- 
cide. 

When the body was given to the 
family for burial in the early hours 


of Friday moming, it bore stitched 
wounds behind the ears, two frac- 
tures in the right arm, which was 
bent, wounds on the head and scars 
on the legs, apparently caused by 
tight binding. relatives said. Soldiers. 
at the scene hurried the burial and 
refused to allow the family to tum 
over the body for further examina- 
tion. relatives said. 

An IDF spokesman said last night 
that the death was being investigat- 
ed by the Military Police. 

In other incidents in the Gaza 
Strip, a petrol bomb was thrown at 
an IDF tanker-truck in downtown 
Gaza. but exploded hannlessly. 
Troops opened fire. wounding three 
passersby. 

At the Shabura neighbourhood in 
the Rafah refugee camp. a seven- 
year-old boy was critically wounded 
in the chest Monday night by a plas- 
tic bullet, and was taken to Tel Ha- 
shomer Hospital. Clashes erupted 
yesterday in defiance of a curfew at 
the Nuseirat refugee camp. and 
three persons were wounded by army 
sunfire, one of them critically. In 
incidents at Jabalya and Khan 
Yunis, three persons were wound- 
ed. Curfews were in force on Sha- 
bura, Khan Yunis. Abassan and 
Bani Suneila. 

In the West Bank. four persons. 
including a 15-year-old girl. were 
wounded in clashes with troops who 
arrived in civilian vehicles at Beit 
Furik. near Nabius, local sources 
said. The IDF confirmed two inju- 
ries. In Tamun, north of Nablus, a 
17-year-old was wounded in the 
neck by a plastic bullet when clashes 
erupted with troops who raided the 
village and made several arrests. 
Two other people were wounded in 
Nablus and Ramallah. 

An IDF officer was reprimanded 
for failing to report an incident 
Monday in which a Palestinian was 
killed at Far'a refugee camp near 
Nablus. Palestinian sources report- 
ed the death, but it was only con- 
firmed by the army yesterday. 


The uprising's leadership has 
called a general strike today to mark 
the anniversary of the Kafr Kassem 
massacre of 43 curfew-breakers in 
1956. 


Old Jewish couple found dead in Tunis

PARIS -- An elderly Jewish cou- 
ple, Simon and Ninette Mamou,. 
found dead in Tunis last Saturday 
may have been the victims of rob- 
bery and not anti-semitism, as origi- 
nally thought. 

Mamou, 77. and his wife, who was 
72, were afraid to leave their home, 
located near the casba and Mamou 
did so only to go to the nearby syna- 
gogue. When he did not appear last 
Saturday, a friend went to his house 
and found the door wide open, the 
place vandalized and the two bodies 
inside, Mamou’s brother, who lives 
in Paris, said. 


The friend ran to the police to 
report the crime and, according to 
Mamou’s brother. was arrested on 
the spot. 

In an earlier interview that wag 
broadcast yesterday by the Paris 
Jewish FM Radio station, Mamou’s 
brother had said that Simon and 
Ninette were victims of antisemitism 
and that Simon Mamou was often 
attacked on his way to the syna- 
gogue because he wore a skullcap. 
But a few hours later, when he 
talked to The Jerusalem Post, the 
brother denied he had ever said his 
relatives had been killed because 
they were Jews. “Maybe it was just 
to rob them” he said.

The last week of the election cam- 
paign will see Labour taking a 
tougher, harder-hitting line, blast- 
ing Yitzhak Shamir and the Likud’s 
“sharp swing to the right,” party 
chairman Shimon Peres said 
yesterday. 

Replying to a question froma The 
Jerusalem Post, Peres confirmed 
that Labour's line against Shamir 
has become far more radical. 

According to Peres, that was 
sparked by Sunday's television con- 
frontation between the two , when 
“we learmed that Shamir wants to 
form a right-wing coalition rather 
than a national unity government. 
We have decided to answer that in 
our campaign,” Peres said. 

Labour, he said. would seek to 
show that “Shamir is more of an 
extremist rightwinger than Mena- 
chem Begin. who favoured an inter- 
national peace conference.” 

Peres sharply criticised the Li- 
kud’s “campaign broadcast gim- 
micks" which. he said, by distorting 
his voice and superimposing his face 
on those of communist and Arab 
leaders, was ‘Intended to identify 
him in viewers’ eyes with the coun- 
try’s enemies. 

“This is a serious campaign and I 
regret Likud attempts to slander and 
mud-sling. In the last elections, they 
spread lies about me and Tadiran; 
this time it's television gimmicks. 
Who ever heard the like of it!” 

Labour information department 
chief Nissim Zvilli yesterday told 
The Post that the party would now 
focus on its economic platform, em- 
phasizing Peres's past role and fu- 
ture plans. 


The last two days, Zvilli promises, 
will be a combination of a “positive 
look to the future” and an aggres- 
sive attack on the Likud ministers’ 
votes against what are generally 
seen as the two major successes of 
the government: the economic re- 


covery plan and the withdrawal 
from Lebanon. 

“But we will avoid Likud-style 
personal attacks.” says Zvilli. 

Zvilli does not intend to focus on 
Hussein's Nightline support for La- 
bour’s peace plan or on the Aqaba 
summit. Some voters saw Peres's in- 
volvement in the Nightline show as 
an election stunt, he admitted. 

The Likud yesterday refused to 
say what its resporse might be .But 
spokesman Danny Naveh said “We 
will not respond with violence. The 
Likud will continue to show that 
Labour would take us back to the 
"67 borders. We will emphasize au- 
tonomy in the territories.” 

Likud telecasts will also focus on 
“the economic cost of a Labour vic- 
tory which will see them trying to 
rescue their failing companies at the 
public's expense.” 

Both parties plan mass rallies at 
Tel Aviv's Kikar Malkhei Yisrael on 
Sunday or Monday.

Police won’t let Kach cause polling disturbances

If the presence of Kach represen- 
tatives on polling committees on 
election day leads to a commotion, 
the police will eject them. 

This was the obvious inference, 
albeit unstated, from a cautious re- 
mark by Justice Eliezer Goldberg. 
chairman of the Central Knesset 
Elections Committee (CKEC), to 
reporters yesterday. 


“There are legal ways of stoppin 
Kach from causing disturbances at 
polling stations in Arab localities. 
Steps will be taken in the appropri- 
ate circumstances. The authorities 
responsible for assuring orderly 
elections are alert to this issue.” 
Goldberg said. 

The CKEC chairman explained 
that many months ago when the 
composition of all 4.840 civilian 
polling stations was determined, 
Kach representatives were assigned 
to 120 stations. some of them in 
Arab localities such as Shfaram and 
Tamra, in the North. 

Goldberg noted that the Knesset 
had given no thought to the possibil- 


Periodic popular elections are the 
keystone of democracy.

Syrian Vice President Abdul-Ha- 
lim Khaddam made a surprise visit 
to Amman yesterday to discuss the 
emerging alliance between King 
Hussein and Syria’s main Arab foes 
— Egypt, the PLO and Iraq. 

Syrian sources in Damascus said 
Khaddam was carrying an “urgent 
message™ from President Hafez As- 
sad to King Hussein. Khaddam also

‘The official Jordanian news agen- 
cy, Petra, reported Khaddam’s ar- 
mval and the meeting with Hussein 
without elaboration. 

As Khaddam, Syria's key official 
on Lebanese affairs, flew to Am- 
man, Syrian Foreign Minister Fa- 
rouk Sharaa arrived in Kuwait and 
delivered a message from Assad to 
the emir, Sheikh Jaber Ahmed Al- 
Sabah, an official Kuwaiti state- 
ment said. 

The visit by Sharaa also was not 
announced in advance. But the sud- 
den florry in Syrian diplomatic activ- 
ity followed calls for an emergency 
Arab summit to avert the formal 
partition of Lebanon, already 
carved into Moslem and Christian 
cantons after 13 of civil war. 

Syria’s relations with both Egypt 
and the PLO are strained because of 
what the hardline Damascus gov- 
emment views as efforts to reach a 
negotiated settlement with Israel 
that excludes Damascus.

ALIYA is admittedly easier to talk about and 
celebrate than to encourage and, especially, 
absorb. As veteran Israelis wil] themselves 
often concede, in moments of candour, they 
tend to like aliya as a concept rather better 
than the flesh-and-blood olim. That is particu- 
larly true of Israelis who still carry bitter mem- 

- ories of their own absorption difficulties in 
years past. 

But when the treasurer of the World Zionist 
Organization and the Jewish Agency, those 
prime twin-instruments for the promotion of 
immigration to the State of Israel. labels for- 
mer Prisoners of Zion turned aliya activists 
“slanderers.” because they have criticized the 
present absorption setup, and goes on to sug- 
gest that the funds needed to absorb a single 
family of Soviet immigrants would be better

timers from leaving the country -- then it is 
time to bang the table and cry, halt.

Yesterday's judgment in New 
York, paving the way for a possible 
conviction, ultimately in the U.S., 
could solve that problem.

The Philippines government's ac- 
cusations against Mr. Marcos in- 
clude one charge that he took $4.7m 
from jU.S.t one of his government 
ministries during his last month in 
office. In the Philippines the govern- 
ment sequestered assets from more 
than 270 companies controlled by 
Mr. Marcos and his asssociates. The 
government filed 43 lawsuits against 
Mr. Marcos, just one of which in- 
volves $10b of alleged graft and 
corruption. 

Nobody is optimistic about identi- 
fying all of the Marcos treasures hid- 
den around the world, let alone re- 
claiming them. But yesterday's 
judgment in New York confirms 
that it is betoming increasingly diffi- 
cult for Mr. Marcos, his family, cro- 
nies and associates to use and enjoy 
their wealth.

Discovering the charges to be 
true, Napoleon acted prompt- 
ly: he had the accusing contrac- 
tor shot, then did the same to 
the guilty parties. Napoleon, 
the Hassidim explain, would 
not brook corruption in his 
forces, but neither would he 
have corruption-seekers de- 


moralizing them. 


“IS IT you. troublemaker?" 
the sinning King Ahab greeted 
Prophet Elijah who had been 
hounding him for forsaking the 
ways of One-God. According 
to the Talmudic sages. God 
also finally tired of Etijah’s 
constant complaints about 
Ahab’s misbehaviour.

In Henrik Ibsen's fictional 
town whose people democrati- 
cally vote Dr.Thomas Stock- 
mann “an enemy of the peo- 
ple" for fighting corruption, 
there is no Napoleon or God to 
arrange things.

Sa ite = another 
aspect of the phenomenon in 
the Chicago legal community 
about five years ago, when the 
FBI uncovered corruption 
among local judges with the 
help of several lawyers. He 
wrote (N.Y. Times Magazine, 
15-4-84): **...all the lawyers in 
town were. terribly indignant 
about members of their own 
profession cooperating with the 
FBI.

Translation — Dan Almagor. Direction — 
Amit Gazit. The Khan Theatre, Jerusalem. 


IF THE NAME Stephen Sondheim means 
anvthing to vou, that is if you have seen his 
starlit shows on Broadway. or even recog- 
nize his numbers from radio and records. — 
then don't let this title tempt you. 


‘The “new musical entertainment” based 
on his lyrics and music. as presented at the 
Khan, is something of a misnomer. Only 
the tone-deaf and the colour-blind are like- 
lv to be “entertained” by this travesty of 
the original. With black and gold décor 
that's far from glitzy, and high-speed, spar- 
kle translation that's nowhere near ritzy, 
no glitter, glamour. or Sondheim sophisti- 
cation radiates from the Khan company. 
The cabaret — if you call it that — has tatty, 
tired undertones, and toa often, stridently 
out-of-tune overtones. 


Only one of the cast of four consistently 
sustained vocal talent. He is Eli Goren- 
stein. a “natural” in cabaret who, if left to 
himself, might have given us a glimmering 
of what a good artiste can do with material 
familiar. and dear, to many of us. As for 
Ofra Tzadik’s set and costumes, they could 
have been salvaged from some amateur 
-  theatricals. Uri Bernstein’s spastic play 
” g with lighting here reflects badly too on the 
award he won for best lighting man at Acre 
Jast month.

TT WOULD BE no overstatement 
to say that this concert opened a 
new era of flute and harp music for 
us. We were shown here that the 
two instruments, alone and in com- 
bination, are capable of offering 
deeply -felt and meaningful music. 

Annamaria Morini and Giuliana 
Albisetti demonstrated a stunning 
instrumental virtuosity but also 
achieved a musical, even spiritual, 
depth. 

Gentilucci’s Tempo-spazio 
(“Time-space, 1977) for harp and 
flute is arene es fn 

le sounds, appearing between long 
oan create a feeling of discon- 
nection, but nevertheless combine 
into a unity that evokes the almost 
unfathomable feeling of being in a 
space-time continuum. 

Dorfman’s Colore for harp solo 
(1988) involves us in a drama. In 
great contrast to Gentilucci, the Is- 
raeli composer uses all the effects 
the “new™ harp provides. Jewish, 
Eastern-European melodic frag- 
ments are pinned against a huge 
mass of sound, containing clusters, 
dramatic glissandi, changes of pitch 
of single tones, achieved by the un- 
orthodox use of the pedals and 
knocking on the wooden frame. 

One of the most interesting pieces 
was Rotondi's Dalla nostra terra 
(“From Our Earth”, 1986), in which 
the flautist recites a text by Luciano 
Prada through his instrument so that 
it sounds as if it comes out of the 
earth. The harp rises from the earth 
and helps us to overcome the mon- 
strous events of our time, producing 
the most beautiful classic-romantic 
harmonies. 

Finally, it was the music of our 
own Gabriel Iranyi who, in his piece 
Gamma for flute and harp (1988), 
proved once more his great original- 
ity and inventiveness. The music 
sounds deceptively pointilistic and 
atonal, but somehow creates a tonal 
pivot on which the whole piece 
Fests.

her husband wakes up at exactly five 
in the morning, takes a cup of in- 
stant coffee (without sugar), eats a 
light breakfast and leaves home 
punctually at six for his daily stroll, 
walking alt the way to his favourite 
café, the Ali Baba, in Tabrir 
Square. ᾿ 


There, over more coffee, he reads 
his newspapers and magazines, 
meets and chats with friends who 
frequent the place, and conducts 
whatever business he has in the way 
of interviews, and talks to the 
media. 

At noon, he comes home, eats 
hunch ~ alone with his wife, his two 
grown-up daughters usually being at 
work — and goes to bed for a nap. At 
about five in the afternoon he is at 


seven or eight. 
These past few years, however, 


because of his failing eyesight. he 


writes only in the winter months, 
and spends the summer afternoons 
reading. Finally, after a very light 
supper often consisting of a cup of 
yoghurt, he retires to bed at about 
10:30 p.m. 


IN THE COURSE of the press con- 
ference held at his home shortly af- 
ter the nomination was made public 
(and during which he received a 
phone calf from President Hosni 
Mubarak, congratulating him in 
person), two aspects of Mahfouz’s 
personality and attitudes came to 
the fore -- one private, the other of 
considerable public interest. 
Speaking about his own feelings 
in reaction to the news, Mahfouz 
said that, while he was very happy 
and delighted himself, he did not 
forget his elders and mentors, who, 
he thought, were more deserving of 
the prize but who were now all dead 
- men like Taha Hussein, Abbas 
Mahmoud al-'Akkad and Tawfik al- 
Hakim. He also made a point of 
mentioning a living contemporary. 
the Egyptian novelist Yahya Hakki. 


Hakki. he said, would be his own 
candidate for the prize if and when it 
is agsin awarded to an Arab writer. 

This engaging generosity of spirit 
was matched by the wisdom and 
moderation Mahfouz revealed in 
talking about his stands on the burn- 
ing issues of the day — mainly peace 
in the Middle East and the current 
policies of Egypt and its president. 


DURING HIS interview with AL 
Akhbar, the interviewer, the youn- 
ger novelist Gamal Al-Ghaitani, 
said he expected certain Arab pro- 
paganda organs to attack Mahfouz 
on the ground that the prize was 
awarded to him because he support- 
ed the Camp David Accords -- ἃ 
forecast. by the way, that was fully 
justified when Damascus attacked 
Mahfouz in exactly the same terms. 


Mabfouz’s reaction was 
unambiguous. 
“My stand on the subject of peace 


in the Middle East,” he said, “was 
formulated and published prior to 
President Sadat’s peace initiative.” 
He had written on the subject in a 
Kuwaiti daily not later than the be- 
ginning of 1976. “I advocated peace 


"then and ἢ still hold ta that stand... 


You will notice that the majority of 
the Arab states as well as the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization now 
call for peace.” 

Asked about his vision of the fu- 
ture of peace-in the Middle East, 
Mahfouz said: “Sooner or later, 
peace will certainly come... History 
does not know of a conflict that lasts 
forever. People have to live in 
peace.” 

Mahfouz's opinion of Sadat and 
his regime remains positive if some-" 
what qualified. . 

Sadat, he said, had rendered 

“Egypt great services in strengthen- 
ing democracy, attaining the Octo- 
ber (Yom Kippur) victory, and con- 
cluding peace with Israel. The 
negative aspects of his regime, how- 
ever, included encouraging a con- 
sumer economy that led to corrupt 
practices. 

Turning to the present regime, 
Mahfouz termed President Mu- 
barak “the hero of democracy,” and 
said he was steadily trying to set to 
Tights the negative aspects of the 
two regimes that preceded his. The 
burden of responsibility Mubarak 
carries, he added, is heavier than 
that which had'to be borne by Nas- 
ser and Sadat combined.

’ Whereas in the carly novels the 


source of the trouble seemed to lay 
wholly in the prevailing social condi- 
tions, the works of the 1960s depict 
the as existential, almost 
metaphysical. The malady is insid- 
ious, the roads are closed, and there 
is no suggestion of remedy or relief. 

The change of mood -- and of style 
- can be viewed in more than one 
light. While it might have been the 
result of 2 personal crisis or difficul- 
ty, it could also have been a reflec- 
tion of the political, public crisis 
through which Egyptian society and 
the Egyptian body politic were pass- 
ing, prior to and following the 5:5 
Day War. 

Partial confirmation of this came 
from Mahfouz himself in 1971, less 
than a year after Abdul Nasser's 
death, In the course of an interview 
given to a Cairo weekly. he was 
asked why the works he produced 
following the Six Day War tended to 
be alle; in style.

what constricted, and found himself 
compelled to write in what he 
termed “a | of signs and 
symbols.”

MAHFOUZ'S POLITICAL stands 
became more articulate and more 
pronounced when Nasser's succes- 
sor, Anwar Sadat, launched his new 
policy of infitah (openness), which 
was in reality another term for de- 
Nasserization. With the late Hus- 
sein Hawzi and Tawfik al-Hakim, he 
was in the forefront of those intel- 
lectuals and men of letter who lent 
their wholehearted support to Sa- 
dats peace initiative and his policy 
of gradual disengagement from the 
main all-Arab concern, the question 
of Palestine. 

More recently, he has been out- 
spoken against the antics of the 
Mosiem fundamentalists - and in 
one of his most recent interviews (in 
the Cairo weekly Al-Musawwawr) 
he condemned their new fad, the 
banning and boycott of all forms of 
art — drama, song and dance. 

The reservations about Nasser 
and his actions had begun to be ap- 
parent in his work in the mid-1960s, 


when his stories, novels and at least - 


one of his one-act plays depicted 85 
general a mood of disenchantment 
with the regime. 

‘The tendency became more pro- 
nounced in the aftermath of the Six 
Day War, though Mahfouz for obvi- 
ous reasons resorted for the most 
part to various allegorical devices to 
avoid the censor’s strictures and the 
regime's wrath. 


IN ONE BOOK, however, pub- 
lished only three years after Nasser's 
death, he took daring liberties which 
in general he allowed himself only 
after his country's ostensible victery 
in the Yom Kippur War. This was 
the novel Hub taht al-Matar (“Love 
in the Rain”), which described the 
moods and attitudes prevalent on 
the “home front™ at a time of war 
and war preparations. In the book, 


these moods alternate between ex- 
tremes of helplessness and near-de- 
spair on the one hand and cynicism 
on the other. 

One of the novel's characters, 
Torahim, a soldier on short leave 
from the front, complains that no 
one seems to think of him and his 
fellow recruits “except our close rel- 
atives," and he sarcastically tells the 
girl to whom he is proposing mar- 
tiage: “You people here at home 
would like to see victory as a news- 
paper headline...” 

In the same novel, Ali and Mona, 
brother and sister and both white- 
collar professionals, discuss plans 
for emigration, and when the father 
tries to arouse his children's patriot- 
ic sentiments Ali retorts: “A home- 
land is no longer ἃ specified piece of 
territory and geographical bound- 
aries. It's the homeland of the mind 
and the spirit.” 

Again, when Muna discusses the 
subject with the disgruntled, dis- 
senting lawyer who is courting her. 
he admits that he was brought up as 
a true patriot, but that now he no 
longer cares about anything. 

“Please help me change the sub- 
ject,” he pleads ~ and, pressed fur- 
ther. he declares: “What I care 
about is that we live in peace and 
happiness, If this comes through 
military victory, then victory is wel- 
come. If it is realized through de- 
feat, then defeat too is quite 
welcome!” 

And imagining an Arab victory in 
the Six Day War, be goes on:

TURKS ARE bracing themselves 
for a winter of high inflation. follow- 
ing the referendum on September 25 
which dashed the Government's 
plans to get local elections out of the 
way early in November. 

The inflation rate in the 12 
months to the end of September 
rose to 81.8 per cent, fuelled by a 
budget deficit which increased 163 
per cent in the first eight months of 
the year to total TL 1.711ba 
(£617m.). 

Prime Minister Turgut Ozal, al- 
though receiving a face-saving 35 
per cent share of the vote, now finds 
his government on the hors of a 
dilemma. If it institutes severe mea- 
sures to bring the economy back on 
its structural adjustment course. it 
tisks more slippage at the polls for 
his ruling Motherland Party (Anap) 
in the winter min-up to the local 
elections. These must now be held 
as constitutionally scheduled in 
March. The Anap has already been 
overtaken in opinion polls by the 
main opposition Social Democratic 
Populist Party (SHP). 

But if it does nothing, inflation 
may rise higher, further eroding the 
government's “central pillar.” the 
broad centre-right silent majority 
which Ozal claims to have tapped 
for the first time in Turkish politics. 

The likelihood is that be will 
avoid making any precipitate 
moves. He told a party parliamenta- 
ry group meeting recently that there 
would be some monetary measures 
and budget cuts. Tax-evaders would 
be weeded out and penalized. Infla- 
tion, however. could not possibly be 
brought down sharply without rap- 
idly decelerating the growth rate - 
with drastic social consequences.

A much vaunted “savings com- 
muniqué™ from Ozal last Tuesday 
ordered all government depart- 
ments to buy only bare essentials.

KING FAHD of Saudi Arabia has 
taken an important step towards 
reconciliation with Iran by ordering 
the country’s officially-regulated 
media to halt their stream of often 
vitriolic attacks on Teheran. 

The Saudi Press Agency said the 
king had decreed that criticism of 
Iran in the press and on broadcast 
media, which has been constant 
since Iranian pilgrims rioted in Mec- 
ca last year, should cease as an ear- 
nest show of Saudi good intentions 
towards Iran. ‘Let us take the initia- 
tive... and we hope to get the same 
in return,” the agency quoted him as 
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saying. 
Saudi Arabia broke off diplomat- 
ic relations with Iran last April as a 
result of a continuing row about the 
Mecca riot. in which more than 400 
people died. Only last month, four 
udis accused of conspiring with 
Tran to blow up fuel tanks at a Saudi 
Lali ety plant were executed 
amid a further da barrage 
from Riyadh. a oa Ἢ 
The Saudi move follows a similar 


conciliatory statement last Friday 
from Hojatoleslam Ali Akbar Ha- 
shemi-Rafsanjani, Iran's de facto 
political leader. It underlines the re- 
duction in tensions between Iran 
and countries on the southern side 
of the Gulf since the ceasefire be- 
tween Iran and Iraq took hold in 
August. 

Iran and Kuwait, which came 
close to being drawn into the Gulf 
war last year, have agreed to resume 
diplomatic relations. Bahrain has 
also decided to upgrade its own ties 
with Teheran.

Encouraging outlook for Syrian oil

DAMASCUS - “Whenever you 


look closer at the oil industry in 
Syria, it looks a little better.” 


That view, from a Western official 
who monitors Syrian economic de- 
velopments, is echoed by represen- 
tatives of foreign oil companies who 
have been heartened by the continu- 
ing success of a consortium headed 
by Royal Dutch Shell and Pecten, its 

-S. subsidiary, with Deminex of 
West Germany, in their Deir “Ez- 
Zawr and A-Sham concessions in 
eastern Syria. 

Since the discovery of the 
Thayyem field, in Shell's Deir Ez- 
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Zawr concession, was revealed in 
1984, interest in Syria among foreign 
oil companies has gradually quick- 
ened to the point where it is today 
experiencing something of an expio- 
ration rush. : 
This is in marked contrast to the 
position throughout the 1960s and 
1970s when desultory, and largely 
unsuccessful, efforts were made to 
find oil with the assistance of Syria's 
East Bloc friends. Much of Syria bas, 
as a result, remained unexplored. 


The country is desperately short 
of βοτὰ currency and oe pubis ing 
its foreign partners. to bring 
newly discovered fields into produc- 


᾿ς tion. Work is expected to begin by 


the end of this year in developing 
the A-Sham deposits, even though 
only about 20% of the concession 
has been explored. 

Syria has reached, according to 
most calculations, self-sufficiency in 
oil from its own production, and by 
early next year when a Second larger 
field in its Deir Ez-Zawr concession 
comes fully on stream it will have a 


. surplus of about 100,000 barrels a 


day for export. 
“This calculation ignores the 


20,000 barrels daily of “free oil” 
Syria has been receiving annually 
from Iran in return for its support in 
the Gulf War. 

Even modest additional foreign 
exchange earnings will make a sig- 
nificant impact in a country with 
negligible reserves. The Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund reported in 
February that Syria's foreign ex- 
change holdings at the end of 1986 
(the latest figures available) stood at 
between $10 million and $62m., 
barely enough to cover one week's 
imports. 

yria's need for additional hard 
currency revenue may become even 
more critical at the end of this year 
with the expiration of the 1978

$1.8 billion annually in Arab aid. In 
fact they have been receiving only a 
fraction of the amount.

Banks at fault for liquidity crunch

The commercial] banks have 
mainly themselves to blame for the 
liquidity crunch that they are now 
in, and‘ they could do much more 
than they are doing to ease their 
position, according to the Bank of 
Israel official in charge of monetary 
policy. | i 

David Klein, head of the central 
bank's monetary department, told 
The Jerusalem Post that there were a 
whole series of steps that the com- 
mercial banks could take to increase 
the resources available to them. 
These measures would exert down- 
ward pressure on interest rates. 

Klein suggested that it was the 
banks" intellectual and organization- 
al laziness that made them unwilling, 
to take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties being opened up to them by the 
central bank's policy of gradual de- 
regulation and reductions in com- 
pulsory liquidity rates. 

As examples of this easy-money 
policy, Klein cited the decision ta 
gradually expand the amount of fi- 
nancial guarantees that the banks 
are allowed to make available to 
their clients. These guarantees are a 
method of lending money “off bal- 
ance-sheet,” i.e., without commit- 
ting the bank's own funds. 

In a typical guarantee-based 
transaction, a bank would suggest to 
a would-be borrower that he borrow 
the funds, at the same terms, from 
an insurance company. instead of 
from the bank itself, while the bank _. 
would give a guarantee to the insur- 
ance company covering the lender's 
exposure. The customer would lose 
nothing, while the bank and insur- 
ance company would be generating 
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business they would not otherwise 
have had, while splitting the profit. 

Since April, when the Bank of 
Israel began raising the ceiling on 
financial guarantees granted by the 
banks, the total amount available 
has doubled. But the utilization has 
lagged far behind the availability, 
and the banks today could increase 
their lending by several bundred 
million shekels in this way. 

Another new development the 
banks are not taking advantage of is 
the new dollar-linked deposit that 
the central bank created two months 
ago. The banks claim that they have 
few customers for dollar-linked 
credit at the moment, because of 
expectations of a devaluation, and 
therefore they have no interest in 
making efforts to attract depositors 
to this vehicle. 

But, according to Klein, this un-

willingness really reflects the banks’ 
high margins between borrowing 
and lending rates on this instrument. 
If they were prepared to lend more 
cheaply — say at 8% dollas-linked, 
rather than 12% as at present -- and 
to accept a lower profit margin, they 
could attract funds to these deposits, 
and use them to make these loans. 
This. too, would provide an addi- 
tional source of funds for the bank- 
ing system. 

‘The effect of these and other mea- 
sures would be to provide the banks 
with more free funds, and thus re- 
duce their need to borrow funds 
from the Bank of Israel via the 
weekly monetary tenders or through 
the credit window. This would ease 
the pressure on short-term interest 
rates and improve the banks’ overall 
profitability in the vital unlinked- 
shekel sector, Klein said. 


More aid, easier credit 
sought to spur exports

TEL AVIV -- The Export Institute 
yesterday unveiled a wide-ranging 
pro; 6 designed to help export- 
ers, in the hore that the new govern- 
ment formed after next week’s elec- 
tions will adopt its proposals 
immediatedly. = 

Addressing a press conference 
here, the institute's chairman, Gad 
Propper, described the programme 
as “a warning light as we approach 
the 11th hour. It is clear beyond 
doubt that if the problems of export- 
ers are not dealt with now—in a little 
while it will be too late, and the 
implications for the economy will be 
devastating, in every sense of the 
word.” 

It was particularly important to 
provide incentives to exporters, he 
noted, now that the economy was 
becoming increasingly open to com- 
peting imports, ‘We find ourselves 
in ἃ period where imports are growing 
and exports are not,” he said. 

Propper said, however, that all 
the proposals included in the insti- 
tute's programme were meaningless 
without a devaluation. Yoram Ra- 
dushitzky, a member of the insti- 
tute’s executive board, said a real 
devaluation on the order of 12-15% 
was mandatory. 

As a first step, the officials recom- 
mended that a law to encourage 
overseas marketing be passed. This 


would involve providing exporters 
with enough funds to cover all their 
marketing expenses — half in the 
form of a grant and half in the form 
of a loan. In addition, government 
aid should be provided to help com- 
ies set up warehouses and mar- 
eting offices and encourage their 
promotional activities. 

The institute also proposed that 
the amount of directed credit avail- 
able to exporters be increased, while 
interests rates on the Joans be re- 
duced. All commissions charged by 
banks on export services should be 
abolished as well. Finally, its pro- 
gramme calls for getting rid of all 
the bureacratic redtape exporters 
face regularly, 

Propper said copies of the pro- 
gramme had already been distribut- 
ed to the prime minister, vice pre- 
mier and government leaders. ““We 
have already received positive reac- 
tions from them,” he said. In all 
other Western countries, he pointed 
out, it was standard practice for the 
government to provide financial aid 
to exporters. 

Radushitzky, meanwhile, 
launched a fierce attack on Moshe 
Nissim, saying: “The finance minis- 
ter has hurt our exports by unprece- 
dented proportions, that were not 
even known during the Aridor era,” 
a reference to former finance minis- 
ter Yoram Aridor, who served in 
the early 1980s.

The bank strikers are going to 
shoot themselves in the foot, but 
customers should not be frightened 
by the noise. é 

In general, the likelihood is that 
the entire strike campaign will serve 
as a classic example of workers set- 
ting themselves up for a blow which, 
when it falls, will send them crying 
all the way home from the bank. 

But the best illustration of the 
perversity of the staff committees of 
Leumi, Discount and the rest, is in 
their attempt to take steps to “hurt 
Bank Hapoalim.” 

While their frustration at the pas- 
sive attitude of the workforce in 
the supposedly-socialist, Histadrut- 

bank is quite understand- 
able, that is no excuse for acting in 
an emotional, counter-productive 
(from their point of view) manner. 

have announced that they 
will refuse to handle cheques drawn 
on Bank Hapoalim. Let us examine 
what that means in practice: 

Haim, a client of Bank Hapoalim, 
gives Yossi a cheque drawn on his 
Bank Hapoalim branch. Yossi is 2 
customer of Bank Leumi, and goes 
to his bank to deposit it. If he is 
lucky, and has correctly memorized 
which hours of which days it is still 
open, he advances to the teller and 
presents Haim’s cheque. The teller, 
a loyal staff member, refuses to ac- 
cept it. Yossi retreats. (For the sake 
of brevity. we have skipped the con- 
versation between Yossi and the 
teller, which was not distinguished 
for its civility and will not serve as a 
model of customer-relations in the 
bank’s future training courses.) 

Who has been hurt? Haim has not 
been hurt, because he has not been 
debited. Therefore it is clear that he 
is ahead. Bank Hapoalim as a whole 
has also not been debited, therefore 
it cannot have been hurt. 

‘Yossi has definitely been hurt, be- 
cause he can’t get his money from 
Haim, and he can't even complain 
to Haim, because he has given him a 
good cheque. Yossi has no one to be 
mad at except Leumi. 

Leumi will lose, because it is not 
credited with the funds from Hapoa- 
lim. It will lose again because Yossi 
will be very displeased, and will 
probably open a reserve account at 
Bank Hapoalim, so as to be covered 
for future strikes. Having lost half

the customer, each further strike at 
Leumi will, other things being 
equa), cause Yossi’s loyalty to erode 
further. 

The bottom line, therefore, is that 
Leumi's striking workers (and those 
of the other striking banks) will do 
their bank damage and their rival 
none. 

This would not be so important if 
the situation was still that of 1979, 
when the Leumi staff struck for 
three weeks. Then. the damage 
could be repaired in ἃ general atmo- 
sphere of inflationary well-being. 

Today. however. the banks are 
facing a lot of trouble: Losses from 
bad debts are still mounting. and if 
Hapoalim's bad debts are worse 
than those of the others, thanks to 
Hevrat Ha’ovdim, at least it doesn’t 
suffer from chronic overstaffing as 
its rivals do. 


Therefore, the high profits of 
1987 and the first half of 1988 are a 
thing of the past. The bank manage- 
ments haven't pot the money to pay 
huge wage demands even if the 
Bank of Israe! would [et them, 
which it won't. Those that do. and 
some might make under-the-table 
agreements, will be the first to be 
forced to fire staff in the next down- 
turn. The next downturn, be it not- 
ed, began last month, and the worse 
the Koor crisis gets, the more severe 
will be the effect on the whole evon- 
omy, and especially on the banks. 

There is. nowadays, ἃ growing de- 
gree of competition between the 
banks, although nowhere near 
enough, In this context, every day of 
sanctions, disruptions and strikes at 
banks other than Hapoalim im- 
proves Hapoalim’s relative position. 
Again, given its Koor problem, Ha- 
poalim needs all the breaks it can 
get, but that is no reason for staff at 
Leumi, Discount and the rest to 
drive their customers into the arms 
of the opposition and, ultimately. to 
get themselves fired.

At a press conference yesterday 
on Mount Zion, archeologists re- 
vealed a 40m. stretch of wall said 
probably to date to the period of 
King Hezekiah, who successfully 
fortified the city against the Assyr- 
ians besieging Jerusalem in 70] 
Bi 


CE. 

The find, by Fr. Bargil Pixner, a 
theologian from the Dormition Ab- 
bey, Dr. Doron Chen and Shlomo 
Margalit, apparently confirms the 
Greater Jerusalem projected by Dr. 
Nahman Avigad when he uncovered 
a massive section of Hezekiah's 
wall, the “broad wail,” in the Jewish 
Quarter in 1970. 

Until then, the most prominent 
voices in the international archeo- 
logical community had maintained 
that First Temple Jerusalem was 
confined to the eastern ridge — the 
Ophel and Temple Mount. With 
_Avigad's find, these minimalists had 
to concede that the western hill and 
at least part of today's Jewish Quar- 
ter had been included within the city 
wall in the middie of the First Tem- 
ple period (1000-586 BCE.) 

However, the foremost minimal- 
ist, British archeologist Dame Kath- 
leen Kenyon, attempted to minima- 
lize this maximalist approach by 
maintaining that the line of the wall 
had embraced only a small enclave 
within today’s Jewish Quarter. 

Avigad insisted that the line of the 
wall must have been guided by stra- 
tegic considerations aimed at pro- 
viding a coherent defence along high 
ground. The ancient wall, he ar- 
gued, must therefore have em- 


braced not only today’s Jewish and 
Armenian Quarters on a line paral- 
jeling the existing city wall, which 
looms over the Hinnom Valley. but 
a large area outside today's wall as 
well. This area. he suggested. in- 
cluded Mount Zion and the ground 
between it and the Siloam Pool, 
which, the bible suggests, lay within 
the walled city. 

Although the scholarly debate 
was along clear scientific lines, there 
appeared to be anachronistic politi- 
cal overtones to the controversy.

TV’s Second Channel

Budgetary constraints are forcing 
the Second TV Channel to briad- 
cast some imported programmes 
without subtitles and to present 
canned music instead of regular 
shows from time to time. 

The Treasury eliminated the Sec- 
ond Channel from the current bud- 
get, expecting that the Knesset 
would have passed the Second 
Channel Bill by now, thus setting up 
a commercial station as an alterna- 
tive to Israel Television.

Government powerless to stop.

Listeners searching their wave- 
bands for the station yesterday did 
not succeed in picking it up. Gush 
Emusim spokesman Noam Arson 
could throw no light on the reason 
for the failure. “It is not an official 
Gush Emunim ship; it is just run by 
people associated with the move- 
ment," he told The Jerusalem Post. 
“T am not qualified to give out any 
informatiou.” :

Amos facing

PARIS (AP) - Amos Mansdorf is 
scheduled to encounter today the 
world’s No. 1 player.

OTTAWA (AP) - Canadian spriot- 
er Ben Johnson was officially 
suspended for two years by the Ca- 
nadian Track and Field Association 
on Monday. His coach was suspend- 
ed indefinitely. 

The Association left for a com- 
mission of inquiry the tough ques- 
tions about alleged steroid use by 
Johnson and other Canadian run- 
ners. The commission of inquiry 
headed by Justice Charles Dubin is 
to begin its work shortly. 

The two-year suspension was lev- 
ied by the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation, the world gov- 
ering hody for track and field, and 
ratified by the Canadian body, As- 
sociation president Paul Dupre said. 

No appeal against the suspension 
is possible, but Johnson can appeal 
his loss of the gold medal to the 
International Olympic Committee's 
court of arbitration for sport, Dupre 
said. 

Francis, Johnson’s personal coach 
and the Association's sprint coach. 
was suspended with pay until the 
personnel committee of the Associ- 
ation can review his status, Dupre 
said. 


Francis earns more than $40,000 
a year from the Association and gets 
benefits from track and field 
sponsors. 

Dupre said the Association would 
investigate statements by several 
Canadian runners and coaches 
about steroid use, including com- 
ments by Angella Issajenko, Angela

bin. A preliminary report is expect- 
ed within eight weeks, 

Meanwhile. the Association will 
investigate thy unauthorized depar- 
ture from the Olympics of Mark 
McKoy, who was supposed to run in 
the 400 m relay, and the refusal by 
Courtney Brown to run in the same 
evemt. Both incidents follawed 
Johnson's disqualification. 

Dupre said that the Association 
had been aware of mimours about 
steroid use by its athletes but didn't 
iake action because it couldn’: find 
evidence to support the charges. 

The Association's directors decid- 
ed during a meeting over the week- 
end not to investigate steroid use by 
Johnson and other uthletes because 
that issue is part of the Dubin 
inquiry. 

“We will share with Justice Dubin 
whatever we find - We don’t intend 
to duplicate his inquiry.” Dupre 
said. 

The Assoviation's directors be- 
lieve that there should be an investi- 
gation of the statements about ste- 
toids and the failure to compete by 
McKoy und Brown because those 
actions violated the Association's 
rules, Dupre said. 

“The various statements were 
strong enough to require us to look 
into them,” Dupre said.

Rabbi Adin Steinsaltz yesterday 
retumed from the Soviet Union 
where he gave a series of lectures on 
teligion under the auspices of the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences. The 
academy is also to sponsor a yeshiva 
which Steinsaltz is to open in Mos- 
cow in February. 

On his return, Steinsaltz said that 
hundreds of Jews, familiar with him 
because of his widely-published 
commentaries and translations of 
the Talmud, flocked to attend the 
lectures. 

He also signed an agreement to 
copy Jewish material in Soviet ar- 
chives and libraries in order to make 
it available to scholars in the West. 

The visit, for which Steinsaltz 
travelled on his Israeli passport, had 
been arranged with the help and at 
the invitation of the vice-president 
of the Soviet Academy, Yevgeny 
Valichov, whom Steinsaltz met at an 
international conference in May. 

Steinsaltz said that the yeshiva 


would have a staff of 14 Tora schol- 
ars from the West. who would train 
“a new generation of Soviet rabbis 
and Talmudic sages.“ He described 
the willingness to open such an insti- 


- tution as a “dramatic turn in the 


policy of the Soviet Union. which 
since the 1917 Revolution has su- 
pressed Jewish culture.” 

In keeping with the agreement, 
Steinsaltz has set up an organization 
to catalogue, study, computerize 
and copy the treasure trove of an- 
cient manuscripts, rare books and 
other material preserved in Soviet 
libraries and collections. 

He spoke in particular of ἃ bible 
manuscript which is 1.100 years old, 
making it possibly the most ancient. 
complete biblical manuscript extant. 
Among the institutions cooperating 
in the project are the Jewish 
National and Hebrew University Li- 
braries. University of Cambridge Li- 
brary, the Bodleian Library in Ox- 
lord, the Sorbonne, the Royal 
Library of Copenhagen. the Library 
of Geneva and the Library of 


Congress. 

One institution that has expressed 
a particular interest in Steinsaltz’s 
effort is the Telz Yeshiva of Cleve- 
land. which hopes that its collection 
of 40.000 volumes is still intact 
somewhere in Russia. 

Among the outstanding collec- 
tions known to be in the Soviet 
Union is one from the Cairo Geniza 
which, Steinsaltz said, was not the 
largest collection from the geniza, 
but the best. In addition to the ma- 
terial of interest to Judaic scholars, 
he added. the Soviets have vast trea- 
sures of material of interest to histo- 
fians, art experts, linguists, demog- 
raphers. ethnologists and scholars of 
Islam and Christianity. 

During this visit, Steinsaltz was 
joined ὃν scholars from Canada, 
Denmark and France.

... but refusenik paints a bleak picture

LENINGRAD - Soviet Jewry is dy- 
ing out and reports about a revival 
of Jewish life here are misleading, 
according to veteran refusenik 
Roald Zelichenok. 

“Judaism is not on the decline,” 
he says. “It's dying.” 

Zelichenok, 52, an engineer who 
served time in a Soviet labour camp 
for “defaming the Soviet state and 
social system” in letters to the U.S. 
and Israel, isn’t reassured by the 
numbers of Soviet Jews studying 
Hebrew, Jewish history, and philos- 
ophy. A few hundred in a society of 
close to three million is insignificant. 
he says, adding that even that num- 


ber is dwindling. 

Jews are generally not interested 
in identifying with and perpetuating 
Jewish values. There is still a very 
small spark, he says, but it is doubt- 
ful whether it will lead to anything. 

The only hope for Soviet Jewry is 
pressure from the U.S. “Only an 
outside power can save the situa- 
tion.” he says. “Our fate rests with 
the U.S. administration.” 

But the Western world is busy 
lobbying for Jewish luminaries in 
the Soviet Union and not paying 
enough attention to the ordinary 
Jew in the street, he charges. 

“Time is working against us. Ev- 
eryone should ask himself whether 


Lea Shakdiel takes her seat 
on Yeroham Religious Council

The Yeroham Religious Council 
met yesterday with Shakdiel 
participating, thus culminating her 
long ‘struggle for a woman to be a 
member of a local religious council. 


Her participation had been op- 
posed by the chief rabbis more than 
two years ago and it was only 
through a petition to the High Court 
of Justice that Shakdiel, an Ortho- 
dox teacher nominated to her post 
by the Labour Party, won her right 
to participate in the council. The 
council, like others, administers lo- 
cal religious services, synagogues, 
cemeteries and ritual baths. 


Shakdiel told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that yesterday's meeting, 
at witich representatives of the Min- 
istry for Religious Affairs were pre- 
sent, was a closed one, for fear that 
Moshe Peretz, the outgoing council 
chairman, would ty to stir up 
trouble. 

The rabbi of Yeroham. Rabbi Da- 
vid Mallul, told his representative to 
boycott the meeting and said that he 
would not cooperate with the coun- 
cil. Shakdiel said last night that she 
felt Mallul had been in fear of Peretz 
for many years and that as soon as 
the rabbi realized that a new epoch 
was dawning in the Yeroham reli- 
gious establishment, he would coop- 
erate with the council. 


Syria trying to purchase 
Soviet long-range bomber

WASHINGTON ~ The State De- 
partment yesterday confirmed that 
Syria _was attempting to purchase 
the Soviet Union's long-range. 

swing-wing Su-24 attack bomber. 

“We have heard that the Syrians 
are interested in acquiring the Su-24 
and have probably discussed this 
with the Soviets, but we cannot con- 
firm reports that a deal has been 
concluded.” spokesman Charles 
Redman said. 

He was reacting to a story in The 
Washington Post which noted that 
Israel had already expressed deep 
concern to the U.S. about reports 
that the Soviets may already have 
concluded the deal with the Syrians. 

U.S. and Israeli officials, accord- 
ing to the newspaper account. are 


holding serious discussions about 
whether the introduction of the Su- 
24 would upset the regional balance 
of power. 

“Israeli officials said the Su-24, 
which the Soviet Union has not yet 
sold abroad. is a very sophisticated 
attack aircraft that poses a danger to 
Israel, because it carries a large pay- 
load and is capable of fiying at low 
altitudes under Isracli radar de- 
fences,” The Post said. 


Israeli officials believe that the 
balance is already tilting against Is- 
rael. because of the advent of Chi- 
oese intermediate range missiles in 
Saudi Arabia. a new generation of 
highly sophisticated British and 
French warplanes in Saudi Arabia 
and Jordan, and chemical weapons 
in Syria and Iraq. 


Likud can’t explain ‘disappearing’ poll

The Likud poll published Sunday 
night declaring Yitzhak Shamir the 
victor in his televised confrontation 
with Shimon Peres was neither ficti- 
tious nor distorted. Likud sources 
insisted yesterday. 

But embarrassed party workers 
could not say whether the data they 
released were based on the poll con- 
ducted by Dahaf's Mina Tzemah. or 
whether Tzemab’s results bad been 
juggled to make Shamir appear vic- 
torious. as was charged yesterday. 

“What happened with the Likud’s 
poll would create a scandal in any 
well-regulated country,” Peres said 
yesterday. He noted that while Li- 


kud blames Labour for “not believ- 
ing™ the surveys of Decima. the 
agency employed by Labour. the Li- 
kud distorts its own pollster’s 
results. 

On Sunday night, triumphant Li- 
kud sources announced that their 
survey indicated Shamir was the 
clear victor in the debate. But they 
released the results of one sample 
group only. promising the full re- 
sults the next dav. On Monday 
night, there were still no poll results, 
nor were any available yesterday, 

According to some reports, the 
Likud’s data indicated near parity 
between Shamir and Peres, leading 
party managers to decide on their 
concealmertt.

Force had demolished a PLO radio 
transmitter in Lebanon. 


The minister said that the IDF 
was determined to prevent the secu- 
rity zone from being cut off from the 
north. It was regularly receiving wa- 
ter, electricity and other services 
from the north, he said. The SLA 
commander. Gen. Antoine Lahad, 
is getting funds from the govern- 
ment in Beirut to build a bridge 
across the Litani River, he noted. 


“We give help to the population 
of the security zone. but we are not 
responsible for their prosperity and 
welfare,” Rabin said.
